He was seyerely injured 
and was laken'to the Hospital. — - e 
,, The vessel sank in less than 20 minutes and 
it is certain that the list of casualities will be 
darge. Her smoke-stack and part of the pilot- 
house are above water, Nineteen of the Chinese 
are known to have been rescued, , ‘ : 

Herr Hechts, a German officer, was rescued 
by the life-saving crew, and upon being taken 
ashore, was driven to the California Hotel. He 
said through an interpreter. that the fog pre: 
vented him from wecing what was going on in 
the work of rescite.’ Heprocured a life preserver, 
fastened it about his waist and jumped over- 
board. He was in the water only a short time 
when rescued, | : 

Pilot Jordan xas taken‘on board yesterday 
afternoon juside the Farrallones. The ship 
lay to.until 4.3othis morning, when the weather 
cleared somewhat. The steamer then. started 
under half-steam toward Point Benito, Ske 
held to her course until $.20, when she struck, 
a rock, There was a terrible shock. The 
vessel kept an even keel ‘for 1§ ‘minutes, when 
she suddenly plunged downward, bow first, A 
bont bad been launched to examine the vessel’s 
position. The boat containad Third Officer 
Holland and J. K. Carpenter, a capitalist of 
Oakland, The Aso inher plunge struck the 
Tittle craft’ and it was destroyed. Carpenter 
was picked up, but itis not knawn what be- 
came of the Third Officer. Captain Ward 
stood on the deck and superintended the laun- 
ching of lifeboats and rats, * 
i : Later. 

The number of lives fost in the wreck of the 
fio .is variously estimaied’ at fram” 50 to 150, 
‘It is almost certain’ that Consul Wildman, his 
-wife-and two children are among the lost, 
Nothing has-beetiseen of the Wildman family 
since the vessel struck the rack. Purser John 
Rooney is missing and all his papers’ are 
thought to have gone down with the vessel. 
Unless he is found alive or his pouch: recovered 
it will be impassible fully to determine tha 
total loss of life until the agents of the Gom- 
-pany in the Orient and in Honolulu send their 
passenger lists, One of the passengers gives 
ttas his belief that the loss, of the vessel was 
caused by the explusion'of her boilers, 

The bodies of four Chinese and two white 
women have been washed ashore, The A’o is

There are several conflicting stories concern- 
ing the fate of Captain Ward. The’ steward 
says that he stood beside the Captain, when, 
the vessel wentdown. tis certain that Captain 
Ward was drowned, however, ,-' , 

From stories from survivors of the calamity,. 
all of which conflict more or less, in detail, it 
is safe to presume that Pilot Jordan is the only 
living person qualified to,tell how the. catas- 
i happencss and who is responsible for it. 

‘aptain: Wardis dead, and between, him and 
the Pilot the ship was steered to her doom> 
” ‘Jordan's story isto the effect that when the ship 
had entered the Heads the fogs enveloped het. 
HE notified the Captain that tr was unsafe’to 
proceed, but the latter, ordered him to go ahead, 
The Captain's order was obayed, and therein 
the Pilot confesses himself at. fault, for, from 
the moment he took the ship in hand, his 
authority in all matters pertaining to her 
navigation was supreme and he was responsi-. 
ble for her safety, and the lives of the people 
aboard her, : i : 

There also conflicting statenrents as to the 
conduct of the officers and crew. Some say 
that the officers and sailors were cool and con: 
-scientiously endeavoured to get out the. boats, 
and save as’many passengers as possible, while 
others declare that as soon as the seriousness 
of {he situation became apparent, there was ‘an 
end to discipline among the seamen, and that 
it was “every man for himself.” Captain 
Ward's voice was heard above the shrieks of 
the women, and the howling of the Chinese, 
ordering his men to save the wamen. In the 
Jaunching of the boats, it is said, .confusion 
prevailed, and one load of passengers and 


sailors was upset into the sca. ‘The first’ boat |. 


that’ .got away carried several. of the. ship's 
officers ; another boat’ was impaled upon a spar, 
as the men aboard it were trying to row it away,

During the past fifty years the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company has lost nineteen of their 
fleet, ‘The foundering of the Rio de Janeiro 
does not result'in the greatest loss of life, as 
200 of the 300 passengers for the Golden Gate. 
were lost off the Coast of Mexico in 1862, while 
400 Chinamen were lost. in the early seventies,
